Letter follow- 
ing”, were the words that came 
by cablegram from him some- 
where in Europe. They received 
the message Saturday in South | 
Pasadena, where they are now re- 
siding. The message was im- 
mediately relayed to Mr. and Mrs. 
M. L. Gottfried, uncle and aunt 
of the famous flier, who has dis- | 
tinguished himself in raids over 
occupied Europe. | 

Just when the letter will come | 
is problematical, but his parents, | 
relatives and many friends are} 
eagerly awaiting it. While he | 
will not be able to give full de- 
tails of the mishap that was at | 
one time here believed to be fa-| 
tal, it is expected he will give | 
some report of the raid that tem- 
porarily removed him from the 
combat forces. ‘ 

On Sept. 16 his parents receiv- 
ed the “missing in action” tele-| 
gram from military officials. On} 
Nov. 8 they received another tele- 
gram stating that Lt. Harnly had 
returned to active duty. The | 
cablegram direct from the son 
gave further assurance that the 
flier is safe and again on duty.

War Toll 


Life in America is eight times more dangerous than ser- 
Vice on the battlefields, according to Edward Davenport, 
coordinator of the National Safety Council. 

Figures released by him show that eight deaths by acei- 
dent have occurred on the home front for every American 
death on the battlefield. 

Since Pearl Harbor, accidental deaths have totaled 161,- | 
000, of which 90,000 were industrial workers. Most of the 
deaths were due to negligence, particularly on the part of 
workers newly introduced to heavy war industry. 

In the early stages of the industrial conversion from 
peace to war, such negligence was understandable, if not ex- 
eusable. There is less exeuse now. Under the auspices of 
the National Safety Council, an educational program has 
been under way for some time in every mine, mill and fae- 
tory to eliminate careless working _ habits. Millions of 
workers have been at their war jobs long enough now to 
learn the fundamentals of safety. Unless this country is 
stupidly careless, the results of the far reaching program 
should show up soon in greatly reduced accident figures.
